Now They’re Saying 
Bagpipes Not Scottish 


Over the hills from Braemar 
comes the skirl of the pipes for 
Scotlands annual Highland Games, 
and a sales boom begins in a minor 
British industry that thrives all 
the year round. It’s a bagpipes 
boom! 

Down Renfrew Street, Glasgow, 


and off the High Street of Lon- 
don’s Camden Town, the sporran 
and pipe workshops are putting 


on a spurt to keep pace with ex- 
port orders. Britain has already 
sold so many set to the U.S., Can- 
ada, South Africa and Australia 
that you'll find more bagpipes there 
than in Scotland, 

Hoots, in fact, the bagpipes are 
no longer Soeéttish . .. and they 
never weré. Even the sheepskin 
bags are English or imported Aus- 
tralian, The hard black wood of 
blowpipe and drones may be called 


“Scottish-ebony,” . but it’s either 
blackwood from West Africa or 
cocuswood from West Indies, The 
real ivory mountings come from 
the Congo, the imitation ivory are 
mainly Welsh! 

Even the silk clan ‘ribbon comes 
from. France. And though the tar- 
tan that covers the bag may be 
Scottish, it’s usually backed with 
Yorkshire flannelette!! ! ‘ 

So what, Scots? Ever since Rus- 
sian seal became fashionable for 
sporrans historians have been dis- 
persing a. little more of the great 
Scottish legend. A drone-pipe with 
reed complete has been found in 
an ancient mummy-case. The Per- 
sians and ancient Greeks had pipes 
and the Romans introduced them 
into southern England before they 
spread to Ireland and Caledonia. 

Traditional models crop up in 
France, Germany, Italy, Spain and 
the Balkans, not to mention Mala- 
ya, Chaucer’s.merry miller led the 
Canterbury Pilgrims with the bag- 
pipes, though maybe he didn’t play 
a Pibroch’ Shakespeare mentions

Although the supply of nitrogen 
in the air is practically unlimited, 
in the form in which it exists it is 
useless to living creatures, It must 
be made available in the form of 
compounds: and we can. produce 
these compounds only with great 
difficulty and at great expense.

Nature, however, performs the 
feat with her usual efficiency. Plants 
like the clover, pea, or bear, in 
partnership with tiny nitrogen-fix- 
ing bacteria in the soil, are able to 


“take nitrogen from the aie for her 


own use and to leave part of it 
stored up in the soil for plants 
of another season.

Other plants have to taxe their 
nitrogen from the soil in the form 
of galts called nitrates. The bacteria 
that help the clover, peas and beans 
to produce thia nitrate form little 
nodules on. the roofs, and these 
nodules swarm with the useful bac- 
teria.

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Porcelain made Limoges famous, 
and the china upon your dining- 


table probably came from one of 


the factories you may visit freely. 
Its manufacture is interesting to 
watch in its multifarious processes 
and dry to read about. But the less 
understood enamel work is inter- 
esting in every way. For Limoges 
paints with fire in liquid glass, and 
its four or five ateliers turn out 
veritable gems of color and compo- 
sition. 

The process is almost primitive 
in its simplicity. Its success de- 
pends wholly upon the artistic feel- 
ing and ability and the good crafts- 
manship of the maitre who builds 
up each of these pictures upon 
metal, for enamel-making is an art 


- tather than a mere commercial in- 


dustry. The prices alone testify to 
that. Copper is the basis of all the 
enamels. Smoothly covered with a 
transparent coat of silica, it is ready 
for the next step. The = artist 
sketches his design upon this coat- 
ing—a house in the woods, a pas- 
toral, a portrait, anything. Thea 
bits or strips of gold, silver or 
platinum foil are glued upon every 
spot where the ruddy copper back- 
ground is not wanted, and again 
the piece is transparently coated 
with silica. 

The enamels themselves are dif- 
ferently-colored silicas that look-in 
the rough like bits of broken -glass 
of many hues, The artist. grinds 
them to powder, mixes them with 
plain cold water, and then stipples 
them on very slowly and carefully 
with the tip of a knife-blade, to 
to make sure that each color covers 
its part of the design, to burst all 
their bubbles, and to secure a per- 
fectly even thickness throughout. 
One color is usually fired at a time, 
‘at a temperature of something like 
1,800 degrees. Centigrade, though 
two wholly different shades can be 
baked at once without running into 
one another... ; 

‘The art is very old; we-find it in 
a flourishing condition, with Limo- 
ges as its center, as far back as the 
twelfth century. During the six- 
teenth, enameling reached the 
height of its technical excellence 
aid popularity, and»some of the 
works of that period are treasured 
still in the Cathedral of St. Eti- 
enne. Precious and beautiful they 
ate, splendid in composition and 
coloring, full of value as contem- 
porary likenesses. And yet, though 
the colors of old are perhaps a 
little softer, the master seems not 
to have solved the problem that 
confronts every artist, the opacity 
of color, while the enamels of the 
present are transparently clear, and 
even the deepest shadows have a 
luminosity and depth the older ones 
lack—From “France From Sea 
to Sea,” by Arthur Stanley Riggs.

TRUE DILL PICKLES 

Pack the bottom of a crock with 
grape leaves. Add alternately a 
layer of pickles and a layer of dill 
until the crock is full. A few cherry 
leaves may be added, but not too 
many. Top with grape leaves. 

Cover all with water salted to 
taste, 1 tablespoon salt to 1 quart 
water. Weigh down with a lid or 
plate and a stone, 

Stand in a warm, not hot, place 
until fermentation takes place and 
pickles become transparent.

When asked the reason for such 
d*combination he answeied, “ ‘Cause 
the melon washes the punkin out 
of your ears.” ; 

But we won’t dwell on such stuff. 
One thing about watermelon, how- 
ever, is that after you've enjoyed 
the inside goodness, the rind may 
be put to a very tempting use by 
way of this. : 
WATERMELON RIND PICKLE 
..Use rind of large watermelon. 
Cut off green and red parts and 
cut into oblong pieces. Soak 24 
hours in a gallon of water in which 
4 tablespoons of salt have been 
dissolved. Drain and boil 1% to 2 
hours, or until rind is tender. 

1 quart vinegar 
l cup water 
3% pounds sugar 
4 tablespoons whole clover 
4 large sticks cinnamon 
1 medium size bottle 
maraschino cherries 

Make & sirup of vinegar, water, 
sugar, and spices which have been 
tied. in a cheesecloth bag. Boil 
liquid 20 minutes, add melon rind 
and the cherries and boil 30 min- 
utes. Let stand overnight. In morn- 
ing bring to boil, put in pint jars 
and seal. Extra red vegetable color- 
ing may be added.

Clock And Calendar 


It is hard to realise, now that 
time is measured to the smallest 
fraction of a second and our system 
of calculating months and yéirs has 
long. since been taken for granted, 
how vital the knowledge of the 
seasons originally was to mankind, 
If people knew when to expect 
heat, and cold, and the rainy 
season, they would know when to 
plant their crops and when to har- 
vest. If they were sure that season 
followed season in the same annual 
they could regulate their 
festivals, and reckon up the past 
in terms of years. But first they 
must have some nieans of meas- 
uring time, some infallible sign. to 
tell them of the coming and pass- 
img of each season. 

The great practical value of the 
stars in early times was that they 
could be used as a clock and cal- 
endar. From the lonely nomad and 
the shepherd who watched the 
Bear's tail swinging and so div- 
ided the long hours of the night, 
to the astronomer priests who* 
wrestled with the intricacies of lunar 
and solar Zodiacs, to the Egyptian 
farmer awaiting a sign that would 
tell him when to expect the over- 
flow of the Nile, men originally 
marked the passing of the stars 
in order to tell time on earth. Once 
it was known that the selfsame 
stars returned year after year at 
the same time, and that the path 
of the sun and moon amongst them 
could be followed, the face of the 
sky became a giant clock, a calen- 
dar and’an almanac.,And the signs 
of the zudiac were the pages of the 
calendars. . . ; 

The stars in the circle of the 
Zodiac were divided into different 
constellations so many thousands 
of years ago that we cannot guess 
cither when the first division was 
made nor what form it took, Our 
Zodiac of twelve signs owes its 
origin to the fact that the sun 
takes approximately twelve months, 
or “moons” to make a complete 
circuit of the heavens, and for that 
same reason twelve is probable the 
commonest and most familiar divi- 
sion of the zodiacal stars. Yet it is 
ty no means the only one. There 
are also fout points along the ec- 
liptic, or road of the sun, that div- 
vide it naturally: the point where 
the sun crosses the equator when 
travelling north; the point where 
the sun is farthest north: the point 
where the sun crosses the equator 
on. its way south; and the point 
where the sun is at its farthest south, 
These four landmarks on the sun’s 
yearly trek are a simple way of 
dividing up the Zodiac; they. are 
respectively the spring equinox, 
summer solstice, autumn equinox 
and winter solstice. And the lunar 
Zodiac of twenty-seven or twenty- 
eight constellations, one for each 
day of the month, was also always 
widely used ; 

Thus the stars of the Zodiac 
mark the boundaries of the four 
seasons, each with its appropriate 
symbol. They mark the number of 
nights that make up a “moon,” 
cur satellite's monthly tour of the 
skies. They mark the year, which 
is measured as the time between 
the appearance of the sun at a par- 
ticular point and his next re-appear- 
ance among the same stars —~From 
“The Stars in our Heavens: Myths 
and Fables,” by Peter Lum. f 


August or very early September 
is the time when seed of perennial 
delphinium is planted, With proper 
care, some of the new plants will 
flower next June although the ma- 


jority will not be at their best 
until the following year.

Delphinium—young or old—need 
to be well cultivated. Whenever the 


ground” seems dry, a good soaking ‘ 


is in order. This is especially im- 
portant during the week or two 
preceding the bloom, Ample mois- 
ture then will materially increase 
the size of the bloom.. For the first 
year, it is advisable not to leave 
more than three stalks on each 
plant. Thinner spikes are cut out 
when they are a foot or so high, 
During the second year, the same 


sort of thinning is done, leaving * 


three or four of the 
spikes. 

Staking is essential for delphin- 
jum, since the spires of blossoms 
are susceptible to wind and. rain 
damage. The simplest method is 
placing three stakes equidistant 
around the plants and tying a. loop 
of green raffia around all three. 
This allows the. plants to move 
freely within the circle. The second 
year—and a month or two before 
they bloom—-an application of a 
well-balanced fertilizer (i.¢., 5-10-5) 
should be worked into the surface 
of the soil,

Many growers make a practice 
of spike disbudding. This is done 
by removing the lateral branches 
which come out around tHe spike, 
below the main bloom. The central 
spike is given more vitality, thus 
increasingg its size and quality. Dis- 
budding is advisable for growers of 
exhibition specimens, but in the 
average garden the laterals give 
bloom for weeks after the main 
spike has faded. 

* * * 


In any case, it is best to cut the 
central spike just under the lower 
florets when it has dropped its 
flowers. If seed is wanted from 
a particularly fine specimen, the 
-central spike is left to mature un- 
til the seed pods ripen—about the 
first week in August. Laterals will 
continue to grow and blossom, 

The principal diseases affecting 
delphinium are black spot and 
crown rot. The former is a bac- 
terial disease which causes irregu- 
lar black spots to appear on the 
upper surface’ of the leaves and 
sometimes on the stems. Two or 
three sprayings with bordeaux mix- 
ture in spring will aid control. A 
program of garden sanitation and 
prompt removal of infected parts 
will also help. They should- be 
-burned and never under any cir- 
cumstances should they be added 
to the compost pile. 

= * * 


Crown rot is serious fungus 
disease which attacks the crown 
of the plant and may cause the 
spikes to topple over suddénly to 
the ground. As soon as this disease 
is detected, the plant should be 
removed and destroyed. To prevent 
crown rot from spfeading, the 
ground may be treated with 1 to 
-1,000 corrosive sublimate solution, 

* * * 


Cyclamen. mite is the ge 
insect enemy of dephinium, 
microscopic pest causes curling and 
distortion of the leaves. It also 
blackens the flower buds and, in 
general, stunts the growth of the 
plant. Since this pest is too small 
to be seen with the naked eye, the 


injury it causes is often attributed ~ 


to disease, and so tht wr con- 
trol measures are frequen ap- 
plied. Best control is the removal 


and burning’ of infected parts im- 
mediately. Parathion dust or 10 per 
cent azobenzene is also effective, 
But the threat of injury to del- 
phinium from pests or disease is 
minor, compared with the ultimate 
display they provide. 
* = * 

In autumn, all dead foliage and 
flower spikes are cut to within a 
foot of the ground, g this 
period the plants develop new 
crowns for_next year’s growth, A 
liberal dressing Of sharp ashes will 
protect the new shoots from slugs; 
it also acts as a mulch during win- 
ter. The plants need no further 
attention until, spring, except in 
severe instances of ‘alternate freez- 
ing and thawing. Then an additional 
mulch or hay or straw will be 
necessary.

In the mean- 
time there had been an Institute 
meeting I couldn't miss,. For one 
thing Edna Jaques was speaking— 
and I had been given the little job 
of introducing her—and was also 
on the lunch committee—three good 
reasons for not staying “at home. 
However, the meeting over I was 
soon back to making pies and apple 
sauce, and figuring out the rest of 
the meals, ready for threshing 
either Friday or Saturday... Then 
daughter phoned... . she and friend 
J. J. would be out to help us if 
I would meet them at Bronte (15 
miles) at 9 o'clock Saturday morn: 
ing ... she was sure the help they 
could give would make up for the 
time spent in meeting them. There 
was logic in that, so I went. And 
you know that drive was quite a 
relaxation—the fresh morning air, 
dew glistening on every leaf and 
cobwebs on the fields and pastures 
all a-sparkkle as if they had liter-- 
ally been sprinkled with diamond 


dust. It was very beautiful.

So we threshed on Saturday ... 
all the wheat and half a field of 
oats—and we had 12 for dinner and 
14 for supper—that is including 
ourselves, It was our first experi- 
ence at threshing without horses— 
without horses of our own, I should 
say—one - neighbor brought _ his 
team, All told, there was one team 
and three tractors in the field. That 
naturally led to a discussion after 
the threshing as to the relative 
merit of tractors, versus horses, 
Partner and Bob were in favor ¢ 
tractors; Johnny, who has 
working for us for the last two 
weeks, was loyal to the horses. If 
he was farming on his own he 
“wouldn't have a tractor on the 
place.” Strange to hear a young 
fellow talk that way. Partner and 
Bob like tractors because it is pos- 
sible to get closer to the separator 
and quicker getting back and forth 
to the field. Several times this sum- 
mer Partner has said how glad he 
was he let the horses go. Pasture 
problems have been bad enough—. 
they would have been worse with 
the horses to worry about. But of 
course there are disadvantages to 
the tractor too. There is $15 to 
pay out of every few weeks for gas. 
Horses might actually cost that 
much to feed if you figured the pas- 
ture out in dollars and cents, but 
you wouldn't notice it because it 
wouldn't make any difference to 
your bank account. In changing 
from horses to tractors it is very 
necessary to take a long-range view 


all the time.

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There are certainly fashions in 
farming just as there are fashions 
in hats and dresses, Our first 
threshing on this farm’ was with 
a steam . gime,-We had to have a 
good pile of rough wood ahead of 
time as fuel for the engine. Then 
there was water. to draw for the 
boiler before we siarted threshity, 
and again while the men were hay- 
ing their dinner. Then came the 
tractor driven separaior — with a 
team to draw the separator up into 


the barn. Later the thresher had 
some kind of contraption by which 
the separator cou'd be pushed into 
the barn by the tractor. The trac- 
tors were big and powerful ‘but 
slow on the road. Now our 
thresher has a Diesel tractor that 
travels along the road almost as 
fast as a car. Not only that but he’s 
here, and he’s gone, without any 
extra work or worry to the farmer 
—except paying the bill. And yet, 
although threshing machines seem 


to. have reached the last stage in 
mobility and efficiency yet they 
have more competition, now then 


they ever did. The combine is cer- ~ 


tainly giving them a-ruf for their 
money. More and more farmers are 
realizing how much a _ convbine 
saves thm in time and labor. Some 
farmers already have their own 
machines, others: hire them. Which 
is the more economical way of 
harvesting is very much the $64 
question, There is no denying the 
fact that with the present shortage 
of farm help,:a combine, followed 
by a baler, certainly solves many 
problems—and no threshing meals 
to worry about! If, farming gets 
much more mechanized farmers’ 
wives will be able to pack, up in 
summer time and go away for a 
holiday, That will be the day! 
What do you say, friends—think 
we could take it?’ But there is an- 
other thought. Lf country women 
took a holdiday where would .city 
folk go for their vacations?

“True, wheat and other grains, 
when matured are not of perishable 
mature and can be held almost in- 
definitely in proper storage. But few 
farmers who make grain-growing

specialized farming and prompt 
marketing by rail is vital.

Stones That Grow 


When. British settlers first penet- 
trated into Southern India they 
found that in one place the natives 
worshipped a, huge figure of a bull, 
cafved from solid stone. 

At frequent intervals special cele 
prations were held when the priests 
annointed the image with oil, and 
pilgrims rubbed jt in much as if 
they were massaging a human 
being. 

The British were amused when 
the priests told them that the stone 
bull was alive and that every year 
it grew bigger. Since then it has 
found that’the bull has, in fact, in- 
creased in size. 

Mr, William Barber, of Iken 
Cliff, Surrey, does not find this the 
least bit amazing, for there is a 
boulder near the plate where he 
was born which, as a‘ lad, he has 
often rocked by hand. 

To-day it has grown so big that 
evfn with a man’s strength he can- 
not budge it. 

He Waters Them 

Mr. Barber is quite suré that the 
boulder has grown; that it is not 
imiagination, because Yor the past 
quarter of a century his hobby has 
been growing. stones. 

He takes as much care of them 
as a gardener does of, a sensiitive 
plant. At regular intervals he 
waters them and periodically turns 
them over. Through the years he 
has foted the measurements -of 
each stone, and says that the ayer- 
age growth is one-sixteenth of an 
inch every four months. 

fn Arizona there are trees which 
have turned to solid stone. They 
are among the oldest things on this 
planet. 

They belong to the period when 
prehistoric animals roamed _ the 
earth, before the first man appear- 
ed, There are thousands upon thou- 
sands of them, piled up in heaps or 
lying singly, in an area of ten 
square miles which is called the 
Petrified Forest. 

London's Fossils 

When the last Ice Age receded 
huge floods eovered the earth and 
these trees stood in the-way. So 
powerful was the surge of water 
that they were pulled up by the 
roots and submerged. 

They Jay under the water for 
thousands of years until they be- 
came completely petrified by the 
gradual absorption of minerals in 
the water. Today they lie in the 
middle of a desert, a reminder of a 
cataclysm greater than any atom 
bomb. 


There are stones in Lohdon 
which are as old’ as those trees. 
They are the walls of Bush House, 
St. Paul’s Cathedral, the Bank of 
England and the Cenotaph. 

The stone for these buildings was 
quarried at Portland. 

At one time Portland was at the 
‘bottom of the sea and often, when 
cutting the. stone, traces of fossi 
lised fish and shells of species that 
are ‘extinct today have beer found, 

Some of these. fossil marks. can 
still be seen in-the walls of the 
buildings.

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Finding Fortunes 
In Their Gardens 


What would be your reaction if 
you found buried treasure in your 
garden? 

Such things are constantly hap- 
pening. Mr. F, Pryke, of Wormley, 
Hertfordshire, recently dug up 


- over $2,000 in notes and silver in 
‘his garden, and declared afterwards 


that it gave him. the shock of his 
life. 

A woman in southern, England, 
who fouhd a pot of Charles Il 
coins buried in the pigsty, after 
dreaming it was there, got her 
shock. a little later. Having paid 
off a number of debts with the 
money obtained by selling the coins, 
she was contacted by officials, who 
sternly irformed her that all such 
treasure trove belonged to the 
Crown. They told her that the 
pot, with its contents, should be 
handed over forthwith. 

Not knowing what else>to do, 
she gaye them her batch of re- 
ceipted bills, faltering that she 
hoped these would do as well, 

Though concealment of treasure 
trove is still a ‘criminal offence, 
since 1931 it has been the usual 
practice for the hoard to be re- 
turned to the person who unearthed 
it. If, however, che find is of histori- 
cal interest, its full value in cash 
is given back instead, 

But not. always! Not so many 
years ago a tractor driver, plougs 
ing a field at Tetney, near Grimsby, 
turned up an urn containing hun- 
dreds of rare Anglo-Saxon coins. 
He did not notice it, however, and 
the reward fell to the other land- 
worker whose sharp ey€s spotted 
the object when he was crossing 
the field next day. 

A five year-old boy enjoyed a4 
share in treasure trove discovered 
at Stamford in the Vale, Bucks, in 
1944, While a large tree was being 
removed from his father’s garden, 
he amused himself by jumping in 
and out of the hole..made by the 
roots, presently floticing some coins 
mingling with the loose soil. 


As a result of the gardener’s 
investigations, a jar of sovereigns 
and half-sovereigns, worth nearly 
$1,000, was uncovered, At the in- 
quest held on the find the jury de- 
cided that the boy should receive 
thirty per cent of the total value, 
and that the rest should go to the 
gardener, 

Many of the most important dis- 
coveries of treasure trove have 
been made by youngsters. A lad 
who was looking after a farmer's 
sheep near High Wycombe, also in 
Buckinghamshire, chanced to pick 
up a ‘flint, and out tumbled a 
number of golden coins dating back 
to the pre-Christian era. They had 
been carefully packed in a natural 
cavity in the stone, which was 
about the size and shape of a large 
egg, and were of great value. 


Many rare coins were thrown 
away by schoolboys near Beaworth, 
in Hampshire. An ancient leaden 
box they found buried in a country 
lane contained about 7,000 of them. 
The lads, thinking they were old 
buttons, used them in a game of 
“ducks and drakes” on the surface 
of a nearby pond. 

Fortunately, the story of the find 
goon became known, and the bulk 
of the treasure, which .consisted 
of coins minted in the reigns of 
William the Conqueror «and his 
son, William Rufus, was saved. 

A very different discovery was 
niade in a hamlet near Flint. Re- 
turning white-faced from market 
rather jate one night, a woman 
gasped out to her neighbors that 
she had just seen a gostly skeleton, 
wearing a golden breastplate, stand 
ing on a local mound known as 
the “Hill of the Fairies.” ‘ 

Villagers ridiculed the story at 
the time, but six years later the 
hillock was removed for agricul- 
tural purposes, and a complete skel- 
eton with corselt of pure gold was 
revealed. 

An. average of about $40,000- 
worth of treasure is dug up in 
Britain every year, but it is kown 
that much still remains unearthed

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Even Scientists 


Are Puzzled 


When you remove a boulder on 


the seashore you will see hundreds 


of little creatures scuftling away to 
hide The same thing happens when 
you lift a stone in a field, 

The  creatures—fleas, 
beetles, ¢entipedes, earwigs — are 
not afraid of you. Science tells us 
that they run away demoralized be- 
cause they hate the light and are 
desperately trying to find a dark 
corner, 

Anyone who has entered a house 
infested with cockroaches has seen 
the same things. When entering a 
dark room and suddenly switching 
on the light scores of “black beetles” 
(as the housewife calls cockroaches) 
careen over the floor in search of 
the nearest crevice. 

On the other hand, the same 
light which disperses the’ cock- 
roaches attracts the moths, mayflies 
and daddy-long-legs. There they 
go, whirling madly around the 


globe, dashing towards it and re- 


treating. 
Why, Oh, Why? 

Scientists call this “tropism” and 
define it as “an. obligatory move- 
ment in a particular direction in 
relation to some particular stimu- 
lus.” Thus the cockroach is obliged 
to move towards the shade by the 
particular stimulus called light. 

What the scientists don't know 
is why the cockroach is obliged to 
dc so. They know it was not 
taught to’ behave that way but was 
“moved by instinct.” 

Take a young: spider from the 
newly opened cocoon arid place it 
under a jar. Even though the cables 
will not stick to the glass it will 
begin to spin a web with all the 
intricate movements necessary, It 
continues until nothing but a con- 
fused mass of silk threads is the 
result. 

Because of this many scientists 
have concluded that most insects 
are nothing but mechanisms, with- 
out mental Activity, They say the 
spider's action was not the result 
of thought but a purely mechanical 
one. 

The movement of the insects 
under the stone is also mechanical. 

But what impelled the first spider 
to start spinning a web? What im- 
pelled the first cockroach to run 
away from the light? 

If you know the answer you've 
beaten the scientists.

Peonies may be planted success~ 
fully any time from the first of 
September until freezing weather. 
A careful selection of varieties will 
provide early summer flowers for 
six to eight weeks, depending oe 
the season. For exhibition blooms 
or garden perennials, the impor- 
tant characteristics are abundant 
flowers of good form and clear 
color, strong stems and symmetry 
of growth. | 

& « « 

Since even these high standards 
are met by innumerable varieties, 
the final choice will be determined 
by which colors will fit into the 
June garden. There are single, 
double and semi-couble forms, and 
even more variety in shape of 
flower than these descriptions 
* 

The greatést range o1 color is 
offered by the hybrids, and they 
are also the first to flower. The 
huge single Chalice is one of the 
best white peonies available and 
the first to bloom. White Picotee 
is edged with violet. Two clear 
yellows, boh single, are Daystar 
and Moonrise; Green Ivory has 
yellow tones in its greenish petals. 

* * * 

Shades of pink vary from the 
plae tint of single Lotus Bloom ‘to 
rose pink Ludovica, which is ‘an 
enormous semi-double flower. 
Lovely Rose is a creamy pink, and 
Camelia flushed peach pink; both 
are ‘semi-doubles,

Among the red hybrids are two 
fully double peonies: Red Charm 
and dark red Evelyn. The brilliant 
red Montezuma is a semi-double. 
The fine  single-flowered red 
hybrids are difficult to choose un- 
less the colors are actually seen, 
Flame is brilliant; Golden Glow, 
orange scarlet, and Bright Knight, 
a similar ghade but darker, Car- 
dinal’s Robe is a true scarlet and 
Chocolate Soldier an extremely 
dark red, Burgundy is the best of 
the purples, so deep in color that 
it is almost black.

The Chinese peonies (P. albi- 
flora) start to open about two 
weeks after the hybrids. All of 
the ones listed here are single. Four 
fine white varieties are Le- Jour, 
which has red stigmas; White Per- 
fection; Krinkled White, which op- 
ens blush; and Watchman, the last 
of the whites to bloom.

Angelus is blush, and Sea Shell 
a medium pink ig red stigmas.

The tall Minnie Shaylor is blush 
with large, red stigmas, and Rare 
China almost the same but slightly 
pinker, The soft pink Silvia Saun- 
ders is rather small, but charming 
and Phyllis Kelway is a tall, 
showy pink. Red Goddess has the 
clearest hue of any.peony of that 
color.

The Japanese-type herbaceous 
peonies have one to three rows of 
guard petals. The loveliest of all 
is the pure white Golden Standard, 
whose robust habit of growth 
makes it a fine garden subject.

Paper Dress Patierns 


Now 100 Years Old 


Winifred Pegler, editor of two 
publications which specialize in 
providing patterns for the home 
knitter and dress maker, recently 
gave a most interesting talk in the 
.B.C. Overseas Service on the 
making of paper” patterns for 
women’s clothing. Although home 
tiressmaking has played its part in 
women's lives since time imme- 
morial it is only in the last hun- 
dred years that paper patterns have 
been available. This revoiution in 
home dressmaking came about, 
surprisingly enough, through the 
famous cookery expert, Mrs. Bee- 
ton. She visited Paris with her 
husband and arranged for a regular 
supply of French fashion plates to 
be sent to them for inclusion in their 
monthly publication, “The English- 
woman's Domestic Magazine.” 
These plates became so popular 
that people wanted to-copy them 
and Mrs. Becton decided to cut pat- 
terns from them which would be 
supplied to readers on application. 
These enabled all English women to 
be fashionably dressed, a distinction 
enjoyed before only by those who 
had money to employ a professional 
dressmaker, 

Statistics show that: more and 
more women throughout the world 
ere now studying dressmaking and 
making their own clothes but pro- 
bably few people stop to think how 
paper patterns are evolved. A great 
deal of creative and technical. skill 
is needed to make a good one. Fash- 
ion staffs in London, Paris and New 
York send designers all the latest 
fashion news. The designer digests 
this information, puts her ideas into 
a sketch and-a finished model gar- 
ment in muslin is made from this, 
A photographed copy of the final 
Grawing, with a written description 
of the garment and all necessary 
cetails such as suggested fabrics in 
which to make it, is then sent to 
the pattern-making department and 
given to a highly skilled cutter. She 
achieves the almost miraculous feat 
of transforming a flat sketch into 
shapes that, when assembled, will 
become a fashionable garment. 
These shapes are then traced on 
to heavy paper which eventually 
hecomes the Master Pattern. A 
tissue is cut from this and sent to 
a dressmaker who has not previously 
seen ‘the’ design. She makes the 
germent in one of the suggested 
materials and for the first time this 
is tried on a living model., Everyone 
connected with .making the ‘pat- 
tern attends this fitting and every 
detail is checked, The dress and the 
artist's drawing must. correspond 
exactly because the drawing will be 
the picture on the envelope con- 
taining the pattern and the finished 
garment must look exactly like the 
picture. The second. stage of con- 
structing a paper pattern is the 
wgiting of easy-to-follow instruc- 
tions with simple sketches as guides 
to the various stages of making, 
Patterns of different sizes are then 
cut and a chart drawn, giving cut- 
ting-out diagrams for use with mat- 
erials of different widths. Last of 
ali the patterns are cut from the 
inaster which is placed on. thick 
piles of tissue paper and the outlines 
cut by hand with a fine blade. The 
pieces are then folded and packed 
together with instructions in their 
envelopes. 

Miss Pegler pointed out that the 
very first paper patterns were dir- 
ect copies of Paris models. This 
practice was soon discontinued and 
for nearly a century patterns were 
made by an individual designer. This 
year, for the- first. time since the 
1850's, direct copies of French 
models are being made in paper 
patterns for the home dressmaker’s 
use. These models are rather com- 
plicated but there are many good 
easy-to-make patterns on sale. The 
home dressmaker can have~com- 
plete confidence in them ‘for the 
miain consideration of the designers, 
after correct fashion detail, is to 
create a garinen: that is as simple 
a. possible to make. “Experts have 
given it every attention,” said’ Miss 
Pegler reassuringly,

Everyone thrills to the story of 
at individual who, though once 
labelled a “failure,” emerges uti- 
mately a “success.” It was so with 
Jobn Mark. He had a mother who 
prayed‘and who opened her house 
for others to gather and pray, whee 
Peter lay in prison. Barnabas, a 
ccusin, and Saul, took Mark with 
them to Antioch from Jerusalem, 
Then when they were Divinely 
called to take the Gospel to the 
Gentiles, they took John also to 
minister. When they had gone 
through Cyprus and were turning 
up into Asia Minor, John departed 
from them and returned to Jeru- 
salem. Paul regarded this as failure 
and refused to allow Mark to ac- 
company him on his second mis- 
sionary journey.

The Holy Ghost 
had said to the Church at Anti- 
och, “Separate me Barnabas and 
Scul for the work whereunto 1 have 
called them.” Mark had so sucts 
Divine call. He just went natur- 
ally with these men who had 
brought him from Jerusalem. Per- 
haps the rigors of the road de- 
.terred him. Perhaps he became 
lonesome for Mother and the spa- 
cious home at Jerusalem. 

John Mark made good. Eves 
Faul came to recognize it. From 
prison in Rome, in his last let- 
ter he wrote, “Take Mark, and 
bring him with thee: for he is pro- 
fitable to me for the. ministry.” 
IL Timothy 4:11. Tradition repre- 
sents him as the close attendact 
aud interpreter of Peter, and as 
the witer of Peter’s teachings. So 
we have the Gospel according te 
Mark. His conversion probably took. 
piace at the prayer meeting in his 
mother’s house when Peter came 
there from prison. Thus it would 
be natural for Peter to call him 
“my son.” I Peter 5:13. Through

c. N. I. B. TO HOLD TAG 
DAY IN MADOC SATURDAY 


Saturday, September 23rd, is an 
important date to remember, said D. 
W. Bews, Chairman of the Hastings 
County Advisory Board, because it is 
the only day in the year when the 
Canadian National Institute for the 
Blind appeals for funds in this dis- 
trict. 

Through his association with the 

C. N. 1. B. ina volunteer capacity, Mr. 
Bews has come to know its work. He 
is convinced that it is worthy of sup- 
port. 
“There are 120 blind people in this 
county,” he said. “All of them are 
getting service from the Institute. 
Some are learning to read by touch, 
others are already using the C. N. IL 
B’s Braille library of 20,000 volumes. 
A few are using the Institute’s tatk- 
ing book machines and listening to 
15-minute playing records on which 
a variety of, books have been trans- 
cribed for listening.” 

“A substantial*amount of our mon- 
ey is being spent on prevention of 
blindness,” Mr. Bews stated. “During 
the past year approximately 15 school 
children who could not afford to pay 
for eye examinations and glasses, 
were provided with them by the CoM: 
I. B. Such work ‘in this county alone 
costs the Institute for the Blind a 
considerable sum. 

Free radio licenses are provided for 
all the blind of the county, and mary 
take advantage of railway concessions 
the Institute is able to offer. Every- 
one is remembered at Christmas with 
a personal gift. 

“Whoever it is, or whatever his 
status in life,” Mr. Bews continued, 
“the C.N.1.B. has some service that 
will help him to Jead a happier life

Golden Text: I determined not to 
know anything among you, save 
Jesus Christ, and Him crucified. —

There he 
surrendered and meekly asked, 
“Lord what wilt Thou have me 
to do?” Science cannot explain what 
happened. Some critics have made 
« laughing-stock of themselves by 
suggesting that Saul suffered a 
sunstroke. Well, read the record of 
this than’s carrying of the gospel 
throughout Asia Minor and South 
astern Europe, and read his 13 
letters in the New Testament. If a 
sunstroke could produce such a 
changed man, then it was the most 
unusual sunstroke. No, Saul was 
changed by the power of God. He 
was reborn as Jesus said all. of us 
must be. “Except a man be born 
again, he cannot see the kingdom 
of God.” John 3:3, e 


Saul was commissioned to carry 
the message of Jesus Christ to the 
people of the world other than the 
Jews. Here was no mere social gos- 
pel, though its power leavens. all 
society, This was no mere social 
psychology, inviting men to try-to 
do better. No, it was the message

In brief, these patients 
considered themselves wronged or 
injured (usually by someone in a 
fairly close family relationship), and 
they regarded the situation as one 
which precluded any action on their 
parts They believed that they 
could neither retaliate nor run away.

Most lawn grasses. are cool- 
weather crops. They grow best in 
fall and spring. However, no 
grasses will do well if they have 
to complete with weeds, have to 
survive in poor soil, have little 
or no plant food, and “must go 
thirsty.

Watering the lawn is a present 
activity for many of us, especially 
those of us who live where drought 
conditions are bad. The thing ‘to 
remember is “Soak; don’t sprinkle.” 
A weekly soaking of tl lawn is 
better than any number of nightly 
sprinklings. . Sprinkling wets only 
the topmost soil and makes grass 
roots grow toward the surface. 
With the summer heat, they then 
dry out and the grass turns brown.

In most cases this is lack of food, 
if your turf is frail, easily dis- 
couraged, the chances are that your 
soil isn’t deep enough, and contain 
a starvation diet for grasses.

The Board of Directors of the Vic- 
toria Trust and Savings Company of 
Lindsay, Ontario and the Board -ot 
Directors of the Grey and Bruce Trust 
and Savings Company of Owen Sound 
held meetings on September 13th and 
14th respectively at which a plan to 
merge the two companies into ore 
amal ated Company, to be known 
as “Victoria and Grey Trust Com- 
pany” was unanimously approved by 
each Board.

Sound in 1889, and in addition to its 
office there, operates -# branch at 
Peterborourh. Its President is Mr 
Georce D. Fleming of Owen Sound 
and Mr. J. G. Fraser, of the same 
city. Mr. BE. W. Cooper of Meaford and 
Mr. T. A. Mackay of Peterborough |} 
are Vice Presidents. 

Letters to the shareholders recom- 
mending the plan to merge are very 
similar, and the following extract is 
common to them both. 

“Your Directors earnestly believe 
that it is in the best interests of the 
shareholders to unite the two Comp 
anies, they already have much in 
common and a friendly feeling has ex- 
isted between them for many years. 
Combining their assets, operations 
and experience should result in in- 
creased business and earnings, thus 
benefitting the shareholders. The 
pooling. of assets ‘will provide wider 
diversification of security for the 
shares thus strengthening their pos- 
ition. The Amalgamated Company. 
with assets of*about $37,000.000 and 
a long history of service in the Pro- 
vince of Ontario, should entoy a high 
standing among Canadian Trust 
Comies.” 

The merger agreement provides 
that shares of each Company are to 
be exchanged for shares in the Amal- 
gamated Company on a par for par 
basis. It is planned to have the shares 
of the Amalgamated Company of $10 
par value, and application is to be 
made to list them on the Toronto 
Stock Exchange. Victoria shares being 
of $100. par value will receive ten of 
the new shares for each present share. 
The capital stock of the Grev and 
Bruce Company being shares of $50.00 
par value will receive: five shares of 
$10. rar value of the Amalgamated 
Comrnny for each present share. Pre- 
vious to the merging of the two 
Comnanies Victoria shareholders will 
receive a special cash dividend of 
$7.50 per share, which is being dis- 
tributed for the purpose of equalizing 
the value of the shares of the two 
Companies par for par.

Gardens, originally, were supplied 
with humus via a mixture of man- 
ure and hay that was dumped along- 
side barns, where it was allowed to 


_ got and where much of the nitro- 


gen evaporated. Today, when such 
material is expensive and difficult 
to obtain, no such wasteful method 
could be advised. The most ¢con- 
emical and practical way to feed 
the garden is to make a compost 
heap, which becomes humus. 
* * & 


Different schemes of composting 
have been evolved but, basically, 
three kinds of material are required. 
They are: manure, vegetable waste 
and earth. The first might consist 
of sweepings from the barn, chicken 
house or pig pen. Vegetable waste 
includes leaves, grass cuttings, prun- 
ings, pea, bean and corn stalks, left- 
over matter from vegetables pre- 
pared for the table, faded flowers 
and unused hay. “Earth” may be 
sod, topsoil, river soil or peat.

The compost heap should not be 
far from the garden and ought to 
stand én | well-drained 
Where the climate is particularly 
dry, the pile is placed in a pit about 
two feet deep. This, too,-must have 
drainage so that it will not become 
water-logged. The size~of the heap 
should be five feet high and five 
to eight or ten feet wide, depend- 
ing on the amount of material avail- 
able. It is easiest, however, to make 
sections of five feet at a time. 

* * = 


There must bev space near the 
compost heap to collect and accu- 
inulate material to be used. Man- 
ure should be kept in a shed where 
rain cannot reach it, but it should 
sot be stored long since sit ought 
to be applied fresh. Twigs and 
branches are broken before being 
put on the pile 

» = * 

The foundation of the compost 
heap is a nine-inch layer of good 
earth, preferably sod turned upside 
down. Then comes a layer of vege- 
table matter six inches thick, This 
is covered with an inch-thick layer 
of earth, which is sprinkled with 
wood aslies, and sometimes lime 
to sweeten the soil. Provided the 
day is a dry one, watering follows. 


¥ * ll 


The layers are then repeated, in 
the same order, until the pile is 
five feet high. It should be nar- 
rower at the top than at the bot- 
tom. At the very top, a hollow 
is made in which the water can 
settle so it will seep through the 
pile slowly. Compost should be 
kept moist—but not soggy. -If too 
wet, air will be unable to circulate 
freely and decomposition will half,

After this. holes four inches wide 
are made with a crowbar through 
the center of the heap, from top 
tg bottom, In a heap five feet lomg 
there would be three holes. Soon 
after the appearance of fungus 
growth, the pile will begin to shrink 
@otil- it is thrity-six inches or 60 
high. The first turning (so that 
the outside comes inside) is made in 
about three weeks; the second turn- 
ing, about five weeks later.

The humus is a dark brown or 
almost black, fine-texturec&k sub- 
stance. The decaying organisms in 
it bring stored-up energy to the 
coil and make it “dynamic.” They 
stimulate the decomposition of ele- 
ments present in the soil, supply 
nutrients essential to growth, 
also destroy imurious substances. 
Humus binds light, crumbly soil 


and miakes heavg@poil more friable.

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It is necessary to renew the soil 
every time a new crop is to be 
planted. A fertile soil requires an 
adequate supply of water, air and 
space in which can spread, 
The humus from the compost heap 
helps provide these conditions, as 
well as. certain chemicals like 
phosphorus, hydrogen, carbon, ni- 
trogen, potassium, lime aud others 
in smaller percentages. It is gen- 
erally agreed that a well-balanced 
soil containing all the ‘essential cle- 
ments is needed to produce healthy 
plants, ;

' There has been and still is much 
discussion as to whether it is bet- 
ter to fertilize with humus or with 
chemicals: Many authorities 
to agree that chemicals must be 
used by experts, whereas any ama- 
teur can make and handle a com- 
post heap. Moreover, gardeners who 
use compost alone are of the opin- 
icn the crops produced are of higher 
quality than is the case when chemi- 
cals alone have been applied. At

Bees That Are Cultivated 
Just For Stinging People _ 


{n a quiet street in North, Lon- 
don there is a house which by day 
looks little different from any of jts 
neighbours. But at night one ol the 
curtained windows is always dark, 

What goes on*inside that room 
where the blinds are never drawn 
and the windows never opened? A 
hundred inspired guesses would 
bring you nowhere near the truth, 

It is a beehive. In that room live 
some of the 20 million bees owned 
by one of the biggest bee-keepers in 
the country. 

They are not ordinary bees. They 
don’t make honey. Their, greatest 
value ig in their least» attractive 
quality — their sting. 

Every day, sometimes twice a day 
Mrs. Joan Owen, who has cultiva- 
ted this mammoth hive, enters the 
darkened room and catches about 
one hundred of the bees that swarm 
on the cork - lined walls or buzz 
through the specially cooled air: She 
puts them into small glass jars. 

Their Last Act 

They leave the room with only a 
few more hours’ to live, But before 
they die they will have helped to 
relieve pain by stinging sufferers 
irom rheumatism, arthritis, fibrost- 
tis, and neuritis. ‘ 

These glass jars are all that this 
snail, grey-haired’ woman in her 
early forties, a doctor in her native 
Hungary, takes on her straege 
“rounds.” 

Mrs. Owen, one of a large family 
of doctors, learnt about the bees at 
a clinic run: by-her grandfather. 
Shortly before the war Sl» started 
to breed them in Great Britain. She 
is now established as what is .per- 
haps the first and only Bee, Venom 
Therapist in England. * 

There may be some controversy 
in the orthodox medical world about 
the value of Bee Venom Therapy, 
and not all the results of this treat- 
ment may be as successful as they 
have been for Mr. James  Char- 
man, of Dartford. With Mrs. Owen 
and twelve jars of bees a reporter 
went to visit this star patient. Here 
in his story as he told it. 

Now He Walks 

Since 1942, when at the age of 43 
he first developed osteo - arthritis, 
Mr. Charman has consulted more 
than ten doctors. attended six hos- 
pitals,’and had eleven different kinds 
of treatment. At first only his left 
knee was affected, but before he 
began the bee treatment © last 
November he was practically bed- 
ridden and in great pain.
